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After having composed almost exclusively for piano solo during the 
first ten years of his career, Robert Schumann wrote well over one hundred 
songs in 1840. Even though this shift of artistic focus occurred suddenly, 
it is preceded by thorough knowledge of the compositional style of his 
colleagues. In his role as chief editor of the <italic>Neue Zeitschrift 
für Musik </italic>, > Schumann became acquainted with hundreds of 
songs, many of which were reviewed in the <italic>NZf M</italic>, either 
by Schumann himself or by other contributors. 

This paper presents a two-fold comparison. In a first step, selected 
songs, written in the 1830s by Norbert Burgm&uuml ; ller , Carl Loewe, Franz 
Lachner, and Carl Gottlieb Reissiger, are« compared to Schumann's settings, 
composed in 1840, of the same poems. The analysis is based on a reading of 
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the poetry and examines the various levels on which the composer's 
interpretation of the poem is projected by the music. In some cases, the 
comparison suggests that Schumann emulated features found in the earlier 
composers' songs. However, these common features typically are found in 
melodic and rhythmic materials, while the main difference lies in the 
greater care and artistic license with which Schumann reads, evaluates , 
and represents the poem. 

In a second step, reviews of works by Burgmü ller, Loewe, 
Lachner, and Reissiger are examined to establish whether the described 
strengths and weaknesses coincide with the results of step 1, and whether 
conclusions can be drawn regarding Schumann's compositional process. In 
spite of the fact that Schumann expresses both positive and negative 
criticism unmistakably clearly, he refrains from alluding to his artistic 
preferences and does not hesitate to praise songs whose style differs from 
his own, as long as they do not offend the goals of the 

<italic>Davidsb&uuml ; ndler</italic>. The use of the <italic>NZf M</italic> 
as a source to illuminate Schumann's compositional process is thereby 
rendered dubious . 

This study illustrates in detail that Schumann's outstanding position 
as song composer is based on his unigue sensitivity to poetry— a 
characteristic that distinguishes him from his contemporaries. 
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This thesis endeavors to look chronologically and critically at ertain 
art practices that rely heavily on photography. As such, it does not 
juxtapose painting against photography for formal and stylistic comparison, 
nor does it attempt to trace specific links between the visual arts and 
photography. Shifts in art practices and criticism resulted in new bodies 
of art work and a new thread of criticism; these approaches and shifts in 
art work and criticism will be explored. The current inguiry involves both 
critics and artists, the artists often utilizing images from film and/or 
popular culture. This examination of art practices using photographic 
technologies begins in the late 1960s, when the distinctions between high 
art and mass culture, fine art and kitsch became blurred. 

This thesis will examine a selection of critics , theorists and 
artists who discuss photographic technologies and/or processes. This paper 

will also show how photography facilitated the collapse of barriers 
between high art and mass culture, art and kitsch, fine art and 
photography, and when photography witnessed a renewed interest. 
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The ballads examined here are from F. J. Child's The English and 
Scottish Popular Ballads, the authoritative collection of ballads. Though 
definitions of the ballad vary, most agree that the ballad is an orally 
transmitted folksong that tells a story. The Child ballad collection has 
stood a solitary monument from its publication (1882-1894) . In it Child 
brought together from manuscripts and printed sources all of the extant 
English and Scottish ballads that he regarded as authentic. Though Child's 
work itself was groundbreaking, exploring territory marginal to the sort of 
academic study making up his official duties as professor of English at 
Harvard, his collection soon became canonical, subjected to critical study 
as a sub-genre. Perhaps because Child himself died before he could write 
his essay on what the ballads were and what they meant, since Child's 
death, much of the critical work has been an attempt to fill in what was 
left undone by Child, that is, defining the ballad and analyzing the 
criteria by which Child made his choices. In more recent times, critical 
studies of Child's works have applied psychoanalytic and feminist critiques 
to selected ballads. Yet, no previous work has examined the relationship 
of Child himself to his collection. This work sets out to view the Child 
collection in terms of literary critical theory, showing that Child's 
collecting is an act of Lacanian paternity whereby the collector, attracted 
especially by the bodies of the female characters, is moved to bring all 
the ballads under his dominion yet is subverted in his desire for dominion 
as female characters present themselves in terms of "bodytalk." Chapter one 
shows Child's collecting as Lacanian paternity. Chapter two focuses on the 
presentation of women's bodies in the ballads, The final chapter shows that 
the women characters in selected ballads speak according to what critic 
Jane Burns terms "bodytalk." 
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The 'Neue Freie Presse' and the 'Frankfurter Zeitung' are regarded as 
respectable and liberal cosmopolitan papers . Both these newspapers have 
extensive feature pages on "Personalities'. As a ' forum' , 'meeting place 1 
and 'platform', these features are reminiscent of the old literary salons. 

It is particularly noticeable how both newspapers are keen to combine 
the qualities of ' intellect ', 'conversation 1 and 'sociability'. The 
readers' response is, however, not nearly as strong as both papers claim. 
The reactions to the thousands of literary reviews take the form of less 
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than two dozen readers' comments; the propagated revival of publicizing 
literature remains a mere illusion. The feature pages nevertheless consider 
themselves to be an Authority 1 and 'leader*. Despite their differing 
'Weltanschauung', reviewers such as Felix Salten, Kasimir Edschmid and 
Siegfried Kracauer are clearly experts-- they leave no doubt about this. The 
work of a literary critic is justified by a specific need, i.e., che need 
for literature to be discussed (and selected ) . This provides the 
reviewer with a task. He selects the works and gives them meaning; he 
presents the ' essence 1 --which the reader finds in a 'representative' 
newspaper, enabling him to 'join in the conversation 1 . Complete 
bibliographies of the literary articles, literary criticism and serialized 
novels and prose fiction are attached to the thesis. 
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Since the journal peer review process is an important element in 
scientific methodology, without which there would be no "science, " an 
evaluation and understanding of its reliability and validity are 
essential. Most editors of biomedical journals, particularly in the United 
States, faithfully depend on the system of peer review to screen out 
poorly conceived, poorly executed and unoriginal manuscripts . 

This study was designed to assess the reliability and consistency of 
reviewers 1 responses, to 10 selected questions, from manuscripts 
submitted for publication in the Oral and Maxillofacial Radiology Section, 
ORAL SURGERY ORAL MEDICINE ORAL PATHOLOGY. Additionally, the validity of 
"accepted" or "rejected" manuscripts was tested. 

The data showed that reviewers ' were consistently reliable in their 
responses to 3 of the 10 selected questions: originality, scientific merit, 
and final evaluation . Also, there was a moderately high degree of 
validity of resubmitted manuscripts . Upon resubmission of 10 previously 
accepted manuscripts , 8 would have been accepted and resubmission of 10 
previously rejected manuscripts would have resulted in 6 being rejected 

Reviewers 1 responses, for scientific manuscripts only, were no more 
reliable or consistent than for all categories of manuscripts combined. 
The use of 2 randomly selected reviewers validated the fate of 
"accepted" manuscripts , when compared to the use of 3 reviewers . 
However, the use of 2 reviewers was not validated for " rejected " 
manuscripts . 
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The purpose of the present investigation was to study the peer review 
process in the Journal of Clinical Neuropsychology/ Journal of Clinical and 
Experimental Neuropsychology (JCN/JCEN) . Interrater reliability between two 
independent reviewers regarding the decision of whether or not a 
manuscript should be published was analyzed, as well as the rates of 
agreement between the reviewer 's recommendations and the final editorial 
decision. Reviewer reliability on the recommendation for publication fell 
within the low range for acceptable intraclass correlation coefficient 
values. Reviewers agreed more often on the recommendation to reject a 
manuscript than on the decision to accept a manuscript . The editors were 
equally likely to accept a manuscript that both reviewers agreed should 
be accepted as they were to reject a manuscript that both reviewers 
agreed should be rejected . The variables that served as the best 
predictors of subsequent publication were overall significance, 
conclusions, methodology, and data analysis. (Abstract shortened by UMI . ) 
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Since Lewis Carroll published Alice in Wonderland in 1865 and Through 
the Looking-Glass in 1872, critics, psychologists, philosophers, and the 
general audience have sought to isolate and categorize his stylistic form. 
Called by a critic in 1865 "loose-ended, inconsistent dream stories" that 
were "stiff and overwrought" (844) and by Hilaire Belloc in 1898 "skin-deep 
narratives" (310), the two Alice books have defied proper identification 
and, consequently, appreciation. Although contemporary critics such as 
Van Wyck Brooks and Northrop Frye have recognized the books' unusual 
qualities, qualities that transcend children's literature, no one has yet 
carefully identified the literary expertise underlying the texts. Amid the 
myriad of analyses that exist, however, that Carroll employs a classical 
satiric format has eluded many. When one reads these books as Menippean 
satires rather than as Juvenalian or Horation and rather than child's 
simple nonsense, then, a deep-textured purpose and expertise and control 
evince themselves slowly, consciously, methodically. 

This paper examines in Chapter One many of the prevalent analyses . 
of Carroll's narratives. Representative criticisms ranging from the Alice 
books as children's literature exclusively to works revealing aspects of 
Carroll's inner personality are reviewed and assessed. 

Chapter Two defines Menippean satire from its earliest origins with 
Menippus, Varro, and Apulieus . .The chapter also includes other contributors 
such as Rabelais and Swift and delineates what each writer contributes to 
the genre. The chapter finally proposes that Carroll's works yield 
themselves to coherent and cohesive comprehension and to deep-structured 
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analysis only when viewed from a Menippean perspective. 

Chapters Three and Four provide Menippean analyses rhetorically. Such 
an approach enables the reader to understand clearly the Menippean intent, 
motivation, and philosophical stance the two books contain. 

Chapter Five, finally, provides an overall summative reiteration of 
the thesis and arguments. This chapter also asserts that some technical 
aspects previously critiqued as weaknesses are in actuality strengths when 
viewed in the proper context. 
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Manuscripts and reviews submitted to the American Sociological 
Review between 1977 and 1982 and professional-biographical characteristics 
of authors, editors and reviewers were examined to identify and 
describe factors influencing the decision to publish or reject manuscripts 
. Following a review of the relevant literature in the sociology, history 
and philosophy of science, five research questions were formulated to frame 
the examination and description. 

First, what is the extent of consensus among reviewers to accept 
or reject ' manuscripts ? Second, what criteria do reviewers cite to 
justify their recommendations for the disposition of manuscripts ? Third, 
what is the relationship between reviewers 1 recommendations and their 
justifications? Fourth, do reviewers ' recommendations and justifications 
vary by the sub-disciplinary area in which the manuscripts are concerned, 
and by the methods of data collection ' and analysis employed in the 
manuscripts ? Finally, what is the association between manuscript 
characteristics, author - reviewer - editor biographical characteristics, 

reviewers 1 recommendations, and, the editor's final disposition of the 
manuscript ? 

Complete agreement among reviewers is rare. However, when 
reviewers do agree it is most likely to reject the manuscript . The 
criteria reviewers cite to justify disposition recommendations are most 
often negative rather than positive comments. Criticisms of the method of 
analysis and theory are the most frequently specific criticisms. Reviewers 

were equally critical of manuscripts that were rejected and those that 
were eventually published. However, eventually published manuscripts 
received more positive comments from reviewers than did their rejected 
counterparts. There were no systematic differences between sub-disciplinary 
areas, but the criteria cited by reviewers and their disposition 
recommendations did differ according to the method of data collection and 
analysis. A two stage path model predicts approximately 71% of the variance 
for the final editorial disposition of the manuscript . This model 
indicates that the editor's decision is heavily influenced by the 
recommendations of the reviewers . Characteristics of the manuscript and 
editorial process variables were better predictors of reviewers 1 
recommendation and editor's final disposition than were the professional 
biographical characteristics of reviewers or authors. 
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The purpose of this study is to present a Darwinian interpretation of 
Jens Peter Jacobsen's (1847-1885) short story "Mogens" and his novel Fru 
Marie Grubbe . However, because this interpretation conflicts with 
prevailing critical notions, I have had to devote considerable space to a 
presentation and discussion of Jacobsen's view of Darwinism as reflected in 
his popular scientific articles. 

I believe Darwinism had a great impact on Jacobsen's authorship. 
Poems and literary sketches written before his acquaintance with Darwin 
were modeled after such literary giants as Hans Christian Andersen -and 
Kierkegaard. H owever, in later sketches, "Udl ndige" (1868) and "Clara" 
(1870), a definite fascination with instinctive behavior is noticeable and 
Jacobsen begins to find his own literary philosophy. 

The study attempts to demonstrate that "Mogens" and Fru Marie 
Grubbe stand as primary examples of literary Darwinism. 

My analysis begins with an examination of some of Jacobsen 1 s 
literary drafts, diary entries and sketches, as well as a brief treatment 
of "Mogens" and Fru Marie Grubbe, giving some attention to the development 
of his literary attitudes and atheism, his early interest in Eros, Darwin 
and instructional behavior. Next I study Jacobsen ! s scientific articles 
written for Vilhelm Moller's periodical Nyt dansk Maanedsskrif t . This 
chapter is central for my thesis. I demonstrate how Jacobsen formulated his 
own Darwinian philosophy, how he used Darwin's theories to support his own 
interests, and what aspects of Darwin's theories interested him most. 

In section three of this paper , "Mogens" (1872) will be 
considered as a transitional work between Jacobsen' s scientific and 
literary career, because it marks his literary debut and shows clear lines 
of influence from Darwin. It is generally accepted that "Mogens" 
contributed much to the Danish literary scene by answering Georg Brandes ' 
demand for a new literature. Most critics feel the novella demanded 
attention because of the precise descriptions of nature, yet these same 
critics refuse to see Darwinian influence. . . . (Author's abstract 
exceeds stipulated maximum length. Discontinued here with permission of 
author.) UMI 
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The idea of canon has a long history in religion and biblical studies, 
and some of its meanings have naturally been applied to secular literature. 
This dissertation examines , first, the idea of canon in contemporary 
biblical studies; second, the idea of canon as it is employed in Matthew 
Arnold's works, especially in Literature and Dogma and God and the Bible; 
and, finally, two contemporary approaches to canon in the criticism of 
Northrop Frye and Harold Bloom. It also includes as an appendix in a 
separate volume (and under separate copyright) a work which raised the 
question of canon and which is itself pre-occupied with canonical values 
and canonicity: British Literary Manuscripts : Series I and II by Verlyn 
Klinkenborg, Hebert Cahoon, and Charles Ryskamp (New York: Dover 
Publications, Inc., 1981). 

To call a work canonical, in biblical studies, suggests that its 
text has become fixed, that it is inspired, that it arose within a specific 
historical period and community, and, above all, that it has become 
normative for religious practice within the community. Also, a canon, as 
James Sanders and Brevard Childs have pointed out, manifests both stability 
and adaptability, and it engenders authoritative interpretation of two 
sorts: evaluative shaping of the text itself and exegesis. 

Several of these canonical functions are discribed in Arnold's 
Literature and Dogma and God and the Bible; the uses of canon that appear 
in his attack on Puritanism also typify his secular literary criticism. 
There he uses the idea of "dis-engagement , " which in his sense is analogous 
to creating a canon; he also stresses the value of a "canon within a 
canon." Also, Arnold's emphasis on poetical rank, comparative estimates, 
and a "high standard" of judgment demonstrates- the prevalence of canonical 
evaluation in his work. 

Two of his successors, Frye and Bloom, eradicate the possibility 
of canonical decisions by eliminating the critic * s ability to choose a 
text to begin with. Frye does this by effectively canonizing all 
literature, of whatever quality, while Bloom destroys choice by his 
insistence on the ability of strong poems to elect their successors. 
Against these positions, it is argued that preliminary choice is a basic 
canonical function, that by selecting a work to write about the critic 
necessarily reflects on the canon, and that the critic invariably 
chooses from a universe of canonically inflected texts. 
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The so called autobiography of Catalina de Erauso, Vida y sucesos de 
la Monja Alferez (Life and Events of the Nun Ensign), has been neglected or 

rejected by scholars and critics . Most of them say that in view of the 
accumulation of extravagant adventures and anachronisms in the story the 
text is a forgery done by a skillful writer, possibly in the 19th century. 

Based on the manuscript of Vida y sucesos de la Monja Alferez, 
allegedly written in 1624 and deposited in the Royal Academy of History in 
Madrid in 1867, and on the first edition of this text by Joaqu(')in 
Mar( f )ia Ferrer in 1829, the author of this dissertation analyzes Vida y 
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sucesos de la Monja Alferez by combining diachronic and synchronic methods 
of analysis. 

The first chapter demonstrates, with official documents, the truth 
of the historical facts contained in the manuscript . The second reviews 
various hypothesis concerning the manuscript and Ferrer's edition. The 
third compares the manuscript with the Relaciones of 1625 and 1653 
(reworkings of the manuscript ), and tries to prove that the Relaciones 
were not written by Catalina de Erauso. The fourth and last chapter studies 
the story, dividing it into four narrative macrosequences, and attempts to 
show the coexistence of historical facts and ficticious adventures, truth 
and imagination, throughout the manuscript . Fiction and imagination are 
enhanced by the feminine protagonist dressed as a man, a literary device of 
the time. In an appendix, a critical edition of the manuscript adds proof 
to the thesis presented in this dissertation. 

The undeniable historical truth, the quality of an authentic 
autobiographical account together with ficticious narrative sequences full 
of picaresque, spicy stories, and adventures that belong to the so called 
novel of incident that characterize this text, lead to the following 
conclusions: 

Vida y sucesos de la Monja Alferez is the final product of a 
reworking of a basic text (short and condensed) written by Catalina de 
Erauso in 1624. on her trip back to Spain as stated in the story. This 
original was deposited in 1625 in the printing house of Bernardino de 
Guzman as stated in the second edition of the Relaciones. Afterwards 
someone expanded on the text. This second author who made interpolations in 
the original manuscript is responsible for the anachronisms, mistakes, 
and ficticious episodes evident in the text that has been studied. 
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This study examined the backgrounds of contemporary nursing journal 
editors, the nature of their work, their journals, and their beliefs about 
desired backgrounds for performing important editorial functions 
effectively . 

The study used a mailed questionnaire and archival sources to 
gather information on the population of editors. Editors' journals were 
those printed in English under a continuous title, published in the United 
States or Canada, initially distributed prior to December 1, 1979, and 
listed in one of the four major references to the nursing literature. 
Respondents totaled 58 for a total response rate of 87 percent. 

The majority of editors: (1) Are responsible for planning a 
journal's content, recruiting and working with manuscript reviewers and 
editorial advisers, initial manuscript reading, working with authors, 
substantive editing, design and layout, and soliciting manuscripts along 
with other activities. In short, if editors, themselves, do not select 
manuscripts , they choose the reviewers who, in turn, select 
manuscripts for publication. (2) Are generally nurses who enter the 
editorship experienced in the substantive area of their publication, but 
novices to journal editing. The majority are nurses who work part time in 
the editorship and hold another position typically as a college faculty 
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member or administrator, clinician, or association administrator. Most 
editors believe prior experience in both the substantive area of a journal 
and in journal editing are among the desired backgrounds for performing 
editorial functions effectively. (3) Hold masters or doctoral degrees in 
contrast to the far majority of practicing nurses who held associate 
degrees or diplomas. (4) Learn or at least become oriented to journal 
editing on-the-job rather than through formal training in journalism or 
through prior work experience in editing. (5) Have not worked their way 
through the ranks of assistant and associate editor to editor or from 
manuscript reader to editor. (6) Receive little collegial support from 
their peers in the nursing press — the majority interact in person, over the 
telephone, or in writing with other editors yearly or less often. 

The study concluded with recommendations for cultivating the 
practice and training of editors and for further research to develop a more 
specific description of the editor in the nursing journal press.
